IS NOW EVEN MONEY | 


Einstein Theory Reduces Odds 
on Occurrence by In- | 
creasing Age of Stars. |

(Convright. 1924.) 

LONDON, Nov. 19.—Einstein’s 
theory of relativity hag altered the 
views of astronomers. Authorities 
now believe, as they never have be- 
fore, that life on other worlds is' 
probable. 

Prof. Henry Turner, Oxford as- |! 
tronomer, writes to the London 
Times: 

“The average life of a star, in- 
stead of being some millions of 
years, 4s was supposed generally, is 
probably some millions of millions 
of vears.”’ 

It had been assumed that the 
sun was torn asunder by the close 
passage of a great star, which thus 
formed our world. But on the as- 
sumption that tke sun is only a 
few hundred million years old, 
mathematicians had calculated the 
odds against such a celestial crash 
in the universe of known stars at 


It was shown, Turner writes, that 
such a chance as produced our 
earth was unlikely to have occurred 
elsewhere in the universe because’ 
of the enormous odds against colli< 
sion in space, but now that the age 
of stars has been increased mil- 
lions of times the odds against col- 
lisions are so greatly reduced that 
many others may be assumed, thus 
producing similar earths circling 
around remote suns. 

By increasing a million times 
the age of stars, the odds in favor | 
of similar circumstances producing 
another earth are now reduced 
from 1,000,000 to 1 to even money.

Emil Fricker, formerly wealthy 
dairy farmer of Highland, was 
found guilty today by a jury at Ed- 
wardsville of the murder, in 1920, 
of Robert Kehrli, his farmhand 
and husband of his dairy maid, 
with whom he is said to have been 
infatuated. ‘He will be sentenced 
to life imprisonment. Formal pass- 
ing of senténce was deferred pend- 
ing arguments for a new trial. 

A poll of the jury digclosed that 
at one time 11 members had voted 
for the death penalty, but a life 
term was agreed upon after one 
juror declared he wouid never vote 
for capital punishment. The vote 
for conviction was 11 to 1 on the 
first ballot and unanimous on the 
second. , 

The jurors spent nine hours in 
deliberation and took a total of 
eight ballots. The fate of yes 4 
was placed in their hands at 3:20 
p. m. yesterday, and when they had 
failed to agree upon a penalty at 
10 p. m. they were locked up for 
the night. The final vote was taken 
at 1:30 a. m. and delivered ‘when 
court opened today. 

Shows No Emotion. 

Fricker, who sat with bowed 
head, made no display of emotion 
when the verdict was read. Once 
he turned to scowl at Judge J. F. 
Gillham, who conducted the triaj, 
but quickly resumed his charac- 
teristically stolid pose. Neither of 
his two attorneys was present and 
his brother, Victor, was his only 
relative in the room. Although the 
court was packed yesterday with a 
crowd, more than half of whom 
were women, only about 25 per- 
sons returned to hear the prison- 
er’s fate. 

After the reading of the verdict, 
Fricker was handcuffed and taken 
back to his cell in the Madison 
County Jail where he will await 
trial with two other men for the 
murder on Sept. 15 last, of John 
Nungesser, his neig&bor and se-- 
ond husband of Minnie Schlecht, 
the former’ dairy maid.

Ever since the war the United 
States has been confronted by the 
question of whether it shall have 
a separate Air Service or air force, 
divorced from the Army and Navy 
and on a parity with them. The 
controversy had had enthusiastic 
proponents and opponents. 

Maj.-Gen. William Mitchell, As- 
sistant Chief of the Air Service, 
himself a splendid flyer, has been 
a most enthusiastic crusader for 
the plan. He has never neglected 
an opportunity to push it. When he 
appeared at the recent international 
air races at Dayton, O., as the of- 
ficial representative of the Presi- 
dent, he made one of his periodic 
addresses in favor of it. 

On the whole, the officers of the 
Army Air Service are with Gen. 
Mitchell. His superiors on the 
General Staff are inclined to view 
the plan with disfavor, holding that 
while it would be excellent in peace 
time, it might not be so advanta- 
geous in war. The navy bitterly op- 
poses the plan. 

At the White House it was said 
that the President was inclined 
rather toward centralization than 
decentralization. At first glance, 
that answer would seem to be 
against Gen. Mitchell's plan, but 
in reality it isn’t, for he too wants 
centralization. He wants a single 
Department of the Defense (or, 
quite correctly, a War Department) 
with Army, Navy and air force 
equal under it. 


Air Service U. S. Air Force. 


The small distinction between 
Air Service and Air Force should 
be made at this time. Gen. Mitch- 
ell would take all aviation activ- 
ities under one head, lending out 
planes to the Army when needed, 
to the Navy when needed, and so 
on. He wants a seperate Air Serv- 
ice. Other officers would leave 
certain planes with the Army and 
Navy, such as observation, saying 
that the Army and Navy ought to 
have them as they have any other 
eyes. They would take only the 
fighters into a unit, and thus cre- 
ate an air force. 


A separate Air Service, it is 
claimed, would reduce expenses 
and prevent duplication. It would 


—all according to its advocates— 
enhance the serviceability of avia- 
tion for both Army and Navy. It 
would put under one control ac- 
tivities that are now divided among 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast 
Guard, Postoffice and all sorts of 
different places. 

It would develop and assist civil 
and commercial aviation, in the 
opinion of Gen. Mitchell, by advice 
and landing fields.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—wWil- 
Ham M. Butler announced yester- 
day that he would retain his Na- 
tional Chairmanship, when he as- 
sumed his senatorsaip. 

Behind this apparently conven- 
tional announcement lilies t 
amounts to the announcement that 
he will be the dominating force of 
the Senate. The Senators general- 
ly understand that from this time 
forth all questions of patronage 
devolve on the Massachusetts cot- 
ton fabric magnate. 

Butler will have the whip hand 
in every move that has to do with 
Federal appointments, which 


means that the Senators must con- 
sult him as to postmasterships and 
other jobs on which their prestige 
depends. In other words, Butler, 
from this time on, will be able to 
dictate the course of legislation. 
He will not be titular leader of 
the Senate; Warren of Wyoming, 
who by reason of his seniority. auc- 
ceeds to Lodge's captaincy of the 
Republican majority, will be the 
ostensible director of Republican 
policies, but as the President's 
spokesman and national chairman 
Eutler will tell the Republican Sen- 
ators how they are to vote and

Slemp May Succeed New. © 

It is anticipated that soon Bas- 
com Slemp will succeed Harry 
New as Postmaster-General and 
the hostility that is known to @x- 
ist between Slemp and the new 
Senator from Massachusetts ought 
to furnish the background for a 
struggle for the prime ministership 
of the administration that should 
be historic.

It will be interesting to watch the 
play between these two for the 
position of Director-General for 
the Coolidge regime that is ex- 
pected to culminate in the renom- 
ination of the President four years 
hence. 

The Senate seems generally pre- 
pared to back Butler. He has 
taken Lodge's old offices tn the 
Senate Building and the Senators 
are going to him rather than to 
Slemp for instructions.

RAIL VALUATION ARGUMENT 


Case Is Appealed From New York 
Where Petition to Enjoin IL 
Cc, C. Was Refused. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Power 
of the courts to review the “tenta- 
tive valuation” of railroad proper- 
ties made by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, was argued to- 
day in the Supreme Court. 
The Delaware & Hudson and 
other Eastern railroads asked the 


Federal District. Court at New 
York City to enjoin the commis- 
sion from using the ‘“‘tentative val- 
uation” it had placed upon their 
properties, insisting that in many 
respects it was incomplete and 
would materially injure them. The 
Court, however, found that the 
“tentative” figures were “merely a 
‘preliminary step in a lawful val- 
|uation proceeding” and refused to 
grant an injunction. 

The Government today insisted 
that approximately 245,000 miles 


of railroad, and tentative valua- 
tions amounting to nearly §$19,- | 
000,000 were involved in the con- 
troversy. Should the _ railroads 
succeed fn their appeal, it was ar- 
gued, the result would be that the 
courts and not the commission 
would determine the physical val- 
uations of the railroads.

The diocese of Bishop Van Hoeck 
is in the Province of Bengal, lo- 
cated In the northern part of In- 
dia and having as its northern 
boundary the Himalayan Mountains 
and the frontier of Tibet, a region 
from which all foreigners are de- 
barred. He is assisted by seven 
priests from St. Louts. Five of 
them, who left St. Louts in 1920, 
are: the Rev. Edward Purcell An- 
derson, 8S. J., who was formerly as- 
sistant rector of St. Francis Xavi- 
er’s Church; the Rev. Henry Milet, 
S. J., formerly principal of Loyola 
Hall; the Rev. Patrick J. Troy, S. 
J.; the Rev. Thomas A..Kelly, S. 
J,, and the Rev William J. Eline, 
Ss. J. 

It was in Bishop Von Hoeck’s 
diocese that Ghandi began his 
movement in 1917. 

After visiting several of the other 
communities of this diocese, Bishop 
Van Hoeck will return to India.
